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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MINES  DIVISION  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1962 


The  output  of  coal  from  the  mines  in  the  province  was 
2,087,310  tons,  with  a  valuation  of  $9,983,327.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  59,484  tons  and  a  decrease  of  $487,890,  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  Calgary  Power  Ltd.,  commenced 
using  coal  in  their  plant  at  Wabamun  in  the  late  fall,  and  con¬ 
sumed  in  excess  of  140,000  tons  of  coal,  which  is  the  reason  for 
the  increase  in  tonnage.  The  decrease  in  valuation  can  be 
attributed  to  a  larger  output  of  coal  of  lower  cost  per  ton. 

There  were  26,565  tons  of  coal  used  to  make  28,631  tons 
of  briquettes  valued  at  $300,514.  This  shows  a  decrease  of 
5,903  tons  of  briquettes  made  and  a  decrease  in  valuation  of 
$57,425,  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Fifty  tons  of  briquettes 
were  used  to  make  40  tons  of  char,  valued  at  $507. 

In  addition  to  the  above  tonnages,  there  were  894  tons 
of  coal  reported  as  mined  by  the  Blackfoot  Indians,  at  Gleichen, 
for  their  own  use.

There  were  55  subsurface  and  strip  mines  which  pro¬ 
duced  coal  during  the  year,  employing  1,281  persons,  who 
worked  277,198  shifts.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  9  mines,  a 
decrease  of  42  persons  and  a  decrease  of  7,944  shifts,  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  There  were  28  strip  mines  employing 
249  persons  who  worked  65,604  shifts  and  produced  1,074,515 
tons.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  6  strip  mines,  a  decrease  of  11 
persons,  a  decrease  of  387  shifts  and  an  increase  of  104,416  tons 
from  stripping  operations,  compared  with  the  previous  year.

Twenty-six  quarries  produced  1,675,624  tons  of  shale, 
clay,  limestone,  building  stone,  bentonite  and  oil  sands,  an 
increase  of  39,913  tons  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-two  inspections  were  made 
under  the  terms  of  The  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act,  306  in  con¬ 
nection  with  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  Regulations 
and  70  under  The  Quarries  Regulation  Act,  totalling  718 
inspections. 

The  total  number  of  accidents  reported  was  32,  all  of 
which  occurred  in  coal  mines.  The  number  of  fatal  accidents  was 
4  as  compared  with  1  in  the  previous  year.  This  equals  1.92 
fatals  per  million  tons  of  coal  produced. 


All  complaints  made  to  the  Division  were  investigated. 
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There  was  1  prosecution  under  The  Coal  Mines  Regula¬ 
tion  Act  and  conviction  was  obtained. 

Written  examinations  under  The  Coal  Mines  Regulation 
Act  were  held  on  June  5th,  6th  and  7th  at  Edmonton  and 
Calgary  with  successful  candidates  as  follows: — 1  examiner,  2 
mine  surveyors,  2  first  class  mine  electricians,  1  manager  (strip 
mine)  and  2  foremen  (strip  mine). 

Written  examinations  under  The  Quarries  Regulation  Act 
were  held  on  June  5th,  at  Edmonton  and  Calgary,  with  success¬ 
ful  candidates  as  follows: — 1  manager  and  4  foremen.  Three 
blasters’  certificates  were  issued  to  successful  candidates  on 
oral  examinations. 

Two  examinations  were  held  for  miners’  certificates  and 
12  certificates  were  issued  to  successful  candidates.  In  addition, 
10  substitute  miners’  certificates,  13  miners’  provisional  cer¬ 
tificates  and  37  miners’  permits  were  granted,  making  a  total  of 
72  certificates  issued  which  is  a  decrease  of  18  for  the  year. 

On  May  29th,  a  boy,  four  years  old,  fell  into  an  abandoned 
mine  shaft  near  Ghost  Pine  Creek  and  was  pronounced  dead 
when  recovered  some  34  hours  later.  The  shaft  had  previously 
been  filled  but  had  subsided  to  a  depth  of  about  35  feet,  leaving 
a  small  opening  at  the  surface  into  which  the  boy  fell.  The  shaft 
was  later  refilled. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  in  the  Mines  Division  during 
the  year.

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FATAL  ACCIDENTS 


Michael  Sakatch,  53,  loco  driver,  on  January  17th,  at  the 
mine  operated  by  Lethbridge  Collieries  Limited,  Shaughnessy. 

While  pulling  a  trip  of  empty  cars  with  the  battery  locomotive, 
it  collided  with  some  stationary  cars,  causing  him  to  be  jammed 
between  the  locomotive  and  the  first  car,  receiving  fatal 
injuries. 

Robert  Myers,  27,  and  John  Myers,  32,  haulage  employees,  on 
January  26th,  at  the  mine  operated  by  Century  Coals  limited,  East 
Coulee#  The  cage,  in  which  they  were  riding,  failed  to  com©  to  a 
stop  at  the  surface  landing.  It  struck  the  head  sheave  and  tore 
loose  from  the  rope,  falling  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft  and 
causing  instant  death. 

Andre j  Luco,  58,  timberman,  on  August  28th,  at  the  mine  operated 
by  Lethbridge  Collieries  Limited,  Shaughnessy.  While  withdrawing 
props  from  the  gob,  he  was  caught  by  a  fall  of  rock  from  the  roof, 
receiving  fatal  injuries. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  death  occurred  which 
was  not  classified  as  a  mine  fatality. 

Jack  R*  Price,  33,  labourer  on  shovel  erection  at  the  mine 
operated  by  Forestburg  Collieries  Ltd.,  Forest bur g«  While 
assisting  with  the  erection  of  a  shovel  boom,  a  spreader  bar 
moved,  allowing  a  large  beam  to  swing  and  strike  him,  causing 
fatal  injuries.
